Washington, June 21. — Public at- 
tention here vas divided almoct 

ly between three subjects— the move- 
ments ot Qei^^ral Shafter.'s army, the 
probability of reinforcemfln^ liavlng 
reached Dewey, and the ■talOB Of 
HobBon, the naval hero. 

Up to a Uto hour la the afternoon 
neither of the anxiously awaited mes- 
sages which were to announce the ar- 
rival of transports at Santiago and 
Manilla had reached eitlier th^ war 
or aaty d«p»rtment. «» 

It was not doubted, however, that 
our vessels ar« oft Santiago, for al- 
though proceeding at a less speed than 
the English steamers which at Kings- 
ton reported having pfssed them In 
the Windward passage, tbe distance 
which they would be obliged to travel 
from the Windward passage to San- 
tiago is less than that traversed by 
the British ship which came into Ja- 
maica In the early afternoon. 

If they arrived only Monday morn- 
ing off Santiago, they could report 
that fact solely by means of a dis- 
patch boat running over to |CUif«ton, 
1^ 12-hour Joarney. 

It la not doubted that Just about the 
time Shatter appeared oft Santiago 
the Charleston appeared in Manilla 
bay leading the three transports 
which bring nearly 3,000 soldiers to 
Dewey*! assistance. 

That fact will net be known, how- 
ever, ofBcially, for two or three days, 
owing to the distance from there to 
Hongkong, the nearest cable point. 

It is Questioned here whether with 
this force to back him Bey»j will feel 
JnitiSed in assaulting Manlllk or even 
In accepting its surrender. 

JKALOUSIGS TO QB AVOIDED.

A POLITICAL ISSUE. 

Americana Will Not Allow tbe Flag 
Palled Down. 

Washington, June 21.— Senator Tel- 
ler, in concluding an eloquent speech 
on Hawaiian annexation, said: 

""You can not make the American 
peppls brieve that tha fa^^nimtnt of 
the United States Is not capable ot ex- 
ercising the powers of control In the 
Philippines or In any other part of the 
world, or that we can not give to that 
people a government infinitely better 
t^MUi ^sar ^ayo had theii'e for 200 years. 

"You can not make the American 
people believe that free<lum and liberty 
will be a means of harm to the people 
who are asked to tahs their sliarf in it 
• "I don't know what the war will 
bring to us; but I do believe that wher- 
ever our flag flies by right of conquest 
or the consent of the people there it 
will remain. And the party or the men 
who propose to take it down will have 
to reckon with the American people." 

Headed Toward Porto RIeo. 

Port Antonio, Jamaica, June 21. — 
Captain Hopkins of the Boston Fruit 
coippany's steamer BrookUqe. which 
arrived at Port Morant Monday morn- 
ing, reports that he sighted transports 
convoyed by United States warships 50 
miles south of Crooked islaiid passage 
Sunday morning. He was due north 
of Cf|p9 Majr^i. Captain Hopkins rf- 
porta also that he was chased br the 
United States gunboat Helena. The 
transports, he says, were headed south- 
east and. in his Judgment, for Porto 
Rico.

The only other nomination is for 
member of the board of public works, 
for which place there are several con- 
tests. 

The main contest is for tbe control 
of the state committee, and what are 
known as the Hanna, or national ad- 
ministration men, are said to have the 
members of the state committee from 
18 of tbe 21 districts as against what 
are termed tbe Kurts, or state admin- 
istration men. 

When Hanna was elected senator last 
January, the opposing candidate was 
Mayor McKlsson of Cleveland, the 
home of the senator. 

Jbere ^e two delegations here now 
from Cleveland but it seems certain 
that the Hanna delegation will be 
seated over the McKisson delegation, 
and thus insure the selection of a 
Hanna man on the state committee 
from Cleveland and also the control of 
the local eommittee of Cuyahoga coun- 
ty, which will hold over till next year. 

Both factions are now wanting the 
control of the party machinery, aa nagt 
year nominations will be iiadt fcir 
governor and almost all the stata of- 
flees. 

There are contested delegations from 
Allen.

members of the state committee.

Severe Wind Storm. 
MIddleport, N. Y., June 21.— A ter^ 
rific wind storm struck Niagara and 
Orlesas counties Sunday. The storm 
traveled in a belt three miles wide and 
70 miles long. In Orleans county hun- 
dreds of arcbards were entirely de- 
stroyed.

pinched for food. 

llMy wildly appealed for provisions 
and f^nforcements. but the only re- 
ply th'ey got was that both were im- 
posslMe. 

General Masso said his men were 
even then at half rations, and that the 
supply was only sufficient to last dur- 
ing the present month. 

General Garcia and his personal 
staff were picked up at Geneial Kabi's 
camp, 18 miles west of Santiago, and 
brought to the flagship Sunday after- 
noon by the gunboat Vixen. 

There the grizzled and wounded pa- 
triot had a long consultaliou with 
Admiral Sampson regarding the oper- 
ations for the investment of Santia|o 
and the eo-operatlon ist tha AflM»foan 
and Cuban troops. 

General Garcia Is very enthusiastic. 
He says the Spaniards are starving 
and can not hold out long, and that 
the war in tha Island wiU aa4 In a few 
months.

be held as a base until Santiago falls. 

There has been no sign of Spanish 
troops in tbe aeighborhopd of Camp 
McCalla for several days.
